2. Claims 1-17,33-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hayashi et al U.S. 5,750,250 in view of EP 0913431 for the reasons of record. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 10 July 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicants have submitted a declaration comparing the presently claimed 
invention with that of Hayashi US 5,750,250 and argue for patentability on the basis of 
unexpectedly better results. However the showing is not commensurate with the scope 
of the claims since applicant's example uses a myristic acid-butyl stearate lubricant 
system in the lower layer of the magnetic recording medium of the example (See page 
93 lines 16-17 of the present specification) that is not present in the underlayer of 
Hayashi etal.. 

It appears that the use of a myristic acid: butyl stearate lubricant system in the 
non magnetic layer is critical since the amount of carbon black used in the particle 
coating enables the control of the myristic acid absorbtion to enable optimization of the 
media lubricity (by control of the amount of myristic acid migration to the magnetic layer. 

If applicants, will amend the claims to include the presence of myristic acid in the 
non-magnetic layer claims 1 and 33 would be deemed allowable.
